Upon ſerions conſideration whereof, I ſhall not dare 
or preſume to uſe-Arguments to induce your Highnes 
to lend an car to hear the Nations grievance, or what 
may be preſented for its good ; but do humbly pre- 
ſent herein, ſome colle&ions of Records, taken out 
of moſt Judicatures, concerning the abule ol the 
Coal-Trade, the Burrouth and Corporation of New. 
cafile upon Tine, its Charters, Evidences and Depo- 
fitions, proving thereby general wrongs, and iniup- 
portable burdens,u4z. 
Firſt, Forcing people to loſe their lives, others 
to {wear againſt themlelves, others to cut purſes in 
their Courts for gain, andall to themlelves ; illegal

and falſe arreſts, and Imprifonments, reſuſers of Bail, 
and diſobeyers of Habeas Corpuſes z, great and ulual 
Impoſitions and arbitrary Fines; contemners of your 
Law, Judges, Jurors, and W itnefles in their own 
cauſes ; converting all Fines , Felons Goods, and 
W recks, to their own uſe, deſtroyers of that famous 
River of ,Tize, forcing ſhips and toats to fink, and 
irypriſoning thole that dare to ſuccor them z Hgroſ- 
{ers of all Coals, and other commodities, into their 
own hands, from the Inheritors, by Patent, with 
other irr:{iſtable Of prcſhons, like to the Spaziſh In- 
quſition , and praftice of the High Commiſſion, and 
Star-Chamber, bcing put in cxccution at this day in 
that Town by command of the Magiſtrates and other 
their Officers, And what they cannot do by force of 
their Charter amongſt themlelves, againſt any private 
perſon oppaſing, then by Combinaffon ruin themat

to the high diſhonor of God, and your Highneſs, and 
tending to the peoples undoing, 

Humbly beſceches, for the glory of God,the fame 
of your Law, the contentment of the free people of 
England, the preſervation of Trade and Navigation, 
and increale of your publique Revenue, 

II, That no confirmation bee of that Towre 
of Newcafile upon Tines Charters, or vſurped powers, 
but that a ſpeedy remedy ve had, cither by Quo we+- 
rants Or otherwiſe, and their Magiſtrates may ſuffer 
according to their offences, 

ITI., That no Arreſts be maden that Town, 
except by proceſs from above,or under forty ſhillings, 
by reaſon they underſtand not the Law, and common-

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The Epiſtle Dedicatory, 
ly their Judges will maſter Reaſon. 

IV. That Commiſhtoners of Sewers in Northam. 
terland, and County of Durham, be forthwith: im- 
powred for the preſervation of that River, other- 
wilc 1t will be quite choaked up,and thereby no Coals 
to be got but act exceſſive Rates, 

V. That an 4d quod damzuam be granted for a Mar- 
ker at Shie/ds, which will prevent the loſs of manya 
poor ſoals lite for the future, 

VI. Or that a revival of that never to be forgot- 
ten Statute .J1, Rz. 2, Cap. 7. fora free Trade to all, 
which voided ail Monopolies and Charters, as being 
the greateſt grievance in a Commonwealth, &c. It 
will not onely make this your Nation cquivalent 
with Venice, Holand, and otber irce'rich States, in 
riches, but preſerve Timber, and reduce Coals under 
20 s, the Chalder all the year at Lozdoy, but alſo aug - 
ment to your publique Revenue above 40000./, per ax, 
in that very Port of the River of T:ne. 

VII. That your Royal proteRion be granted to 
ſuch who prolecute a caule in behalf of yeurHighnels, 
trom thc hand of violence, during the time of their 
proſecution, That the Claule in the 21. K., James, 
chap.3, viz. for all intormations upon penal Statutes to 
be proſecuted in the reſpeive Counties, be voyd, by 
reaſon the Judges,alias Sheriffs, are the offenders, and 
no right can be got againſt them; the honorable 
Judges of both Benches hands being” tyed up, for 
waat of an Appeal, obltruged by the atoreſaid Sta- 
tute, 

VIII If their Charters and illegal Privileges be 
confirmed,undoubtedly it will lacrifice the Peace of

your Nationzleſlen your Inte relt with the Free. born, 
weaken your Power, looſe the bonds of a quict Go- 
vernment, extirpate the pure Laws, and advance dil- 
order ang contuſion; it being humbly conceived, this 
happy change of Government voids their Charters, 
(they being no Laws, but meerly Prerogatives) to 
Englands cotntort. 

IX, That Sheriffs and their Subſtitutes may be li- 
able to the puniſhment ot Perjury tor breach of their 
Oath in denying Bail to luch as are capable, for not re - 
turning Writs of Habeas corps, and Other their talle 
Returns, as others in other natures, 

Y. And that a Law be created for death to ſuch 
that (hall commut Perjury, Forgery , or accept of 
Bribery. 

XI. All which are laid at Your Highneſs and 
Councils feet, ro do as God ſhall dircR, tor the re- 
licf of the oppreſled,

ber 1644+» that Pors,which cauſed Coals ts be four pound the 
Chaldron, and Salt fonr pound the weigh, the poor Inhabi- 
tants forced to flic the Country, others to quarter all Armies 
upon free Quarter, heavy Taxes to them all, bath Engliſh, 
Scots and © ariſons, Plundered of all they had, Land lying 
waſte, Coal-pitc Arawhed , Salt-works broken dogn, Hay and 
Corn burnt, Town pulled down, mens wives carried away by 
the anſatiable Scots,,rd abuſed, All being occaſioned by that 
Corporations diſaſfett ion.

4 We was (only for formalities fake) ſworn by a 
BY Biſhop, who being demanded the reaſon why 
S$>-f he did ſo,faid, n+ by the gift of Prophecy, 
.. that at ſome time King Jobn would take the 
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Origini of (Charters; 

Crown and Realm of England,and bring all to ruin and con- 
tufton, he pretending the King his Brother was dead in the 
time of his being abſent beyond Sea ; being the firſt Author 
of Charters (for gain) and people like himſelf, for lucre 
of gain (old their Birth-right, to become Bodies Corporate, 
and oppreſlors of the free-born pzople of England: For be- 
fore Charters were, all thc Free-holders of Eneland were 
free to make Lays for the good of the Nation ; but Corpo. 
rations being ſubordinate to ſuch Laws as he by his Prero« 
gative gave chem,being repugnant to the known fundamens 
cal Laws of Englaxd. 

In the firſt year of his reign dreadful tempeſtuous wet- 
thers by rains,that the grounds were ſo ſpoiled, that where- 
as corn was fold for one ſhilling the Boule, in King Henry 
the feconds daies, then coft 13 (hillings the Boule; alſo an 
abundance of fiſh found dead upan the Land by the corrup« 
tion of the waters, no hay could be mowed, and hale as big 
as hens eggs, 

(BY He was an Uſurper, a Tyrant, a bloody perſon, a 
Murderer, a perjured perſon, a covetous perſon, a demoliſh- 
er of famous Towns with fire, and a ſeller of England; Supre- 
macy to the Pope *, whoſe reign was Oppreſlive, and end 
ſhame, For fither ſatisfaction I refer you to his true 
Hiſtory, I ſhall onelygive a brief of ſome paſſaged In his 
reign, 

He made a Law that all Jews that would not turn Chrifti- 
ans ſhould pay a certain great ſum of money or be impri- 
ſoned, and when they did turn, then they ſhould have their 


- money again, a-young Merchant paid 60 I. to continue. « 


Jew, and after turned tobe a Chriſtian, then he demanded 
his money from the King, but he being unwilling to pare 
wich money, demanded what reaſon he had to turn, and 
ſent for his Father and Mother to diſ-\wade him and to per 

{ wade him to change again to be a Jew. | 
(C) He gave command that all the Jews in England and 
Wales to be forthwich impriſoned, men, women, and chil- 
dren, by reaſon they turned fo faft to be of his Religion, and 
then (cized on all their riches to ſatisfie his coverous ray 
tion,

ſition, and ſuch as would not confeſs where their money 
was, pulled cut their teeth and eies, and then took the 
thirteenth part of all eſtates moveable, to war againſ the 
Earls of Marſh, who defired him to forbear, bur he woyld 
not, for which they diſpoſleiſed him of all his Lands in 
France,$Cc. 

He having little love, to his Wife Izabel the Queen, was 
divorced, pretending (he was toonear of K'n tohim, and (o 
cook another, 

(D)He murthered Duke Arthur Earl of Brittan his eldefiBros 
thers Son, being Heir to the Crown, in the Caſtle of Roan in 
F, ance,and chaled I/illiam de Branes out of England,and cauled 
his wife and children to be (tarved co death in Winſor Caftle. 

He diſ-inhericed many of the Nobility wicthour Judge- 
ment of the Law, and put to death Ramp Earl of Cheſter tor 
reproving him for lying with his Brothers Wife, and re- 
proached others of his Nobles, telling them how often he 
had defiled theic beds, and defloured their Daugheers. 

(E) He granted to the City of Londen'their Charter, and 
Letters Patrencs to chuſe their Mayor yeerly in the tenth 
year, 1210, who governs well,&c, 

(F) He removed the Exchequer from London to Noreb-+ 
ampton, ard got a great Army to go againſt the King of Scots, 
b ut the King of Scots met him and did him homage , and 
give him his ewo Daughters as pledges, and Eleven thou- 
tand Scotch Marks, andupon his return took homage of 
the Free-holders of England, and (ware them to his allegi- 
ancegall above 11 years of age, 

(G) He madeoarh to be obedient tothe Pope of Rome 
by name Innocemins, to Randolphe his Ball, who went wich 
his Nobles to Dover where he met with the (aid Pop-+ Bill, 
and there re{i;gned the Crown with the Realm of England 
and Ireland into the Popes hand, Sce his Oh in cha; 59. 
(B) : Upon which the Biſhops who he bad baniſhed , 
returned to Exgland by leave from the Pope, King 7.bx 
met them and fell flat upon his face on the ground, 
and ated them forgiveneſs, melting birterly inty wars,

(8) He grants the very next year after his power was 
givento the Pope, unto the Town of Newcafile upon Tyze, 
Letters Pattents tobe a Corporation, and to hold the ſaid 
Town in Fee-farm at the rent of 100.4, per axwn,ap by the 
ſaid recited Letters Pattents in the ſecond Chapter more at 
large appears An-1213.(Sarely this Charter is not good by 
Law,&c. 5 

(1) He was the cauſe of firing the chief Townin Nygrthdm- 
berland called Morpeth, and cauſed many more Towns in 
Englaid and Wales th be burnt. 

The Barons of England being armed,demanded of him the 
Laws and Liberties granted by King Edw#d the Confeſlor, 
vulgarly called St. Edward, he delired reſpite till Eafter, and 
gave Sureties to perform them, 

CK) He met with the Barons of Exgland in Running Mea- 
dow,between Wizſor and Stain! upon the 16 of June,granted 
under his hand to them the Liberties of England, withour any 
difficulcy, and the whole Realm was ſwora thereunto: And 
ſoon after ſubtlely and privately ſends to the Pope and 0- 
ther Nations for Armics to make void thoſe Charters and Li- 
berties granted to the Barons, and to ſubdue England, and 
promiſed them great rewards, Forty thouſand Souldiers 
that were to have Norfolk and Suffolk to conquer England for 
King -Fobn were all caſt away on the S:a,. The Pope (ends 
in great ſtrength, who landed at Dover, and deſtroyed many 
Towns by fire ; and with the {word flew many thouſands of 
people, the Pope excommunicating the Barons particularly 
by their namss, great ſubverſion and diflolution thereupon 
tell, laying all Hedges and Dicches level, tormenting the 
Barons, wich their wives, &c. 

(i) The Barons were neceſſitated to ſend for L:wis, Son 
torke King of France, for to come with an Army co joyn 
with them to conquer King Je#1, whoſe cruelties were in» 
collerable, which was done, and King Jebn overthrown, 
and torced to flee towards Lin;, being poyſonzd by a Monk 
at Szinſitd ( the reaſon he gave was, that if he had lived 
half a year longer, a half penny loaf would coſt 208. ) he 
dird, and wat buricd at Worceſter, and King Henry the _ 
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Origini of Charters: 
Sonto King Fobn of nine years of age, was crowned at 
dlaceſter,$&c. 

(M) The reaſon of King Job» his granting Charters in 
England, and making Corporations, was for that he had bac 
little land, to raiſe great Rents from them, and to affit him 
with ftrength by vut-voting the Knights of (M) the Shires, 
as is hereafter expreſt ; For all Free-bolders of England that 
had forty ſhillings a yeer , met two times a yeer at Seſſions 
Meadows neer Reckingbam Caſtle in Northampton-ſdire , and 
there made ſuch Laws as the Nation was governed by , and 
confirmed by the King. : 

(N, King Fobn reſolving to have Monies and Aid of men 
to go to Normandy to conquer them, could not conveniently 
morion it, by reaſon of the numerouſneſle of the Free» 
holders, bat made a ſpeech to them , that he had contrived a 
very fit and convenient way for the making Laws for the 
good of the whole Nation, which was, that by reaſon he 
conceived it a greattrouble , forall them to come (o far for 
that purpoſe, onely to make Laws, that they would chuſe 
two Knights of every Shire and County in England and 
Wales, and give to them the full power of the Nation , and 
then the ſaid Knights to come and fit with him in Parlia- 
ment at Weſtminſter,and alſo to allow them four ſhillings a 
day. out of the County ſtock, which more plainly appears 
in the Statute of 35, Hen.$.Ch.11; Knights to have 4 5. per 
diem, and Burgefles 2 5. per diem. 

(O) King Jobn when he had got the hundred and four 
Knights in Parliament, they baving the full power of che 
Nation from the Frec-holders, immediately required from 
them great Subſidies, and Armies to go for Normandy, to 
recover ſuch Lands as he had loſt, 

(P) The Knights anſwered, they onely were intruſted to 
make Laws, and not to taxe the Free-holders , who had in- 
truſted them, and not to raiſe Armies, and that by ſodoing, 
they could not diſcharge the truſt repoſed in them, 

(Q ) The King finding his expeRation fruſtrated , ha- 
ving nothing doubted,but to have wrought his deiign on (0 
ſmall a number ( Maſtered his paſſion , and not long after

acquainted the Knights, that he was ſorry for the greai 
burden which lay upon (hem for making Laws, bring tor a 
publick, and that they were too few in number, and that he 
had found out a way how to caſe them, and bring in a great 
revenew to free the Nation from impolicions, 

(R) Which was , that he reſolved to Incorporate all the 
great Towns in England and Wal:s 5 and depute Magiltrates 
to govern as his Licutenants, and every Corporation ſhould 
hold their Town in Fee- Farm from him and his heirs at a 
certain Rent, ſome more, others lefle,according to the qua» 
licy,&c, 

(S) Alfo that every Corporation ſhould chuſe ewo Bur- 
gelſes to fit, and vote wich chem in Parliament, they know» 
ing the ſtate of every County,and che Bargeſſes of the Cor- 
poration ( by which means the Bargelles being more in 
number then the Knights might out-vore them, and vote 
for him ) the Knights medled not therein at all, but were 
out-yoted by theſe Vaſlals and Tenants tothe King , they 
granting to him what ever he demanded, or elſe muſt for- 
feic their Charters : And he granted to them what ever 
they demanded &c, 

(T) The Free-holders of England were repreſented in 
Parliament by theic Knights in their Ele&tion; And if the 
Burgeſl.s were Free-holders, then repreſented in the ſame 
Knights, 

(V) But if the Burgeſſes were no Free-holders, then no 
power in England to make Laws, or to lit in Parliament to 
out-vyote the true Repreſentative, which are the Knights, 
eſpecially repreſenting no body further then the will of the 
King , who was onely to confirm Laws , but not to make 
them, 

King Jebn had four conſiderations in making great 
Towns C::rporations : 

1 Toafſume a Prerogative. 

2 Toraiſe vaſt fums of Mony, 

3 Todivide the Nation.

CHAP. IT 
Newcaſtles firſt Charter. 


I_= Ae 8 Joby by his Letters Pattents dated the day 
| of in the fourteenth yeer of his Reign,and in 

the Yeer of our Lord, 1213. Granted, Demiſed, and Con- 
firmed tothe honeſt men of the Newcaſtle upon Tyne, and to 
their Heirs, his Town of Newcaft/e upon Thne, with all the 
Appurtenances ,to Fee-farm,for one hundred pounds,to be 
rendred to the ſaid _ and his Heirs, at his Exchequer 
(to wit) at the Feaft of Eafter fifty pounds, and at the 


Feaſt of Sr. Michael other olty punch , favingto the ſaid 
King the Rents, Prizes, and Allizes in the Port of the ſaid 


Town. Further he grants to them, and confirmeth one 
hundred and ten ſhillings and fix pence of Rent, which they 
have by the gift of the ſaid King in the faid Town, of 
Fſcheats, to be divided and aſſigned to them , who loft their 
Rents by eccaſion of a Ditch or Trench, and of the new 
work made under the Caſtle cowards the River or Water, 
ſo that thereof they might have the more, that loſt the 
more , and = that loſt the lefle, ſhould have the leſſe, 
He alſo granted to them, for him and his Heirs, that in 
nothinz they ſhould be anſwerable tothe Sheriffe, nor to 
the Conſtable, for thoſe things which _— to them, as the 
ſaid Charter teftifieth, Wherefore he willeth and firmly 
commandeth,that the ſaid men,and theirHeirs may have and 
hold the ſame Town with its Appurtenances to Fee-farm, 
for the ſaid hundred pounds yeerly to be paid, as is afore- 
faid, well,'and in peace, freely, quietly, and intirely, with 
all Liberties and freeCuſtomes; which they were wone to 
have in the rimeof King Henry the 24 Father of _ 
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Newrcaſtles firſt Charter by King John! 

King obn as by the ſaid Letters Pattents appeareth, The 
faid King Jobn was the cauſe of burning Morpeth the chief 
Town in Northamberland, and many mors Towns in Wales, 
becauſe of the — between him and the family of the 
Bruces , who originally were planted in Wales, Wherefore 
the ſaid Charter made by the ſaid King Jobn to the ſaid ho- 
neſt men of Newcaſtle upon Tyne , cannot be valid in Law, 
becauſe in the fourteenth year of his Reign, he ſabje&ed 
himſelf to be aV affal co the Pope of Reme,as is aforeſaid, and 
for many otherreaſons mentioned in the ſaid Charter it (elf, 
conſidered in themſelves, 

In this Charter of King Jobs that he grants to the honeft 
men of Newcaſtle upon Tyne , he mentions not the Pore of 
the River of Tyne, from Sparbawk at Tinmouth-Bay upon the 
Sea, to Hadwyn fireams above Newburn in Northumberland; 
neither is there ſo much as one ſyllable , whereby the ſaid 
King grants to them the ewo third parts of the ſaid River, 
or any of the Fiſhing between the ſaid places,&c.

CHAP. II. 


WR io Henry the Third being earneſtly ſupplicated by 
the good men of Newcaſtle ro confirm King Jobns 
Charter , which was done upon the ſecond day ot Jul in 
che year of our Lord,1234. the (aid King Henry did not 
inlarge cheir juriſdition atall, but onely grants them the 
Charter in the very ſame words as King Jobn had in his 
Charter granted. 

(B) King Henry the Third by his Letters Patcents under 
the Great Seal of England dated at Weſtminſter the firſt day 
of December in the three and twentieth year of his Reign, 
upon the good men of Newcaſtles ſupplication,thought it fir 
to give them Licence todig Coals , and Stones,in the com- 
mon Soil of that Town, without the walls thereof, in the 
place called Caftle>field , and the Frith; and from thence 
co draw and convert them unto their own profit, in ow of 

their 
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King Henrie the Thirds (harter. 
their ſaid Fee-farm Reritofa 1001], per Anmuin , and the 
ſame as often as it ſhould ſeem good unto them ; the ſame 
to endure daring bis pleaſure , which (aid Lecters Pattents 
were granted upon payment of twenty ſhillings into the 
Hamper, nothing mure was given, neither Lands, &c, buc 
only to work the Coals, during pleaſure,for their own uſe. 
* (C) King Henry the Third , was peticioned, again by the 
ſame honett men , for ſo they were called by King Jobns

By theſe taffmentioned Letrers Pattents the Bargeſſes of 
Newcaſtle, can challenge no title in the faid Caſft{e-morr and 
Caftte-fretd, becauſe the faid Letters Pattents are contrary in 
themſelves. This is the firſt claim the (aid Burgefles lay to 
the CaHe-mosr, being 2 quantity of eight hundred and fifty

the year1060. at which time he conſamed many Towns, 
ſubdaing where ever he came, except Kext, who contrafted 
to hold their land in Gavel-kind, all England elſe being 
over=-come by this ſaid Stranger,&c. 

When the Normans ruled England , the Laws were in that 
Tongut » bur they being extinguiſhed, we find the benefic of 
our Laws in our own Tongue , and doubts not but to be re- 
ſtored co our ancienc right ; for ſo long as Monarchs were 
Rulers, Monopolies were in fotce , but now ſuch power be- 
ing thrown out of doors, and bring become a Civill free 
State under the Government of our own Free-born;Choſen, 
according to the Command of God, as Dent.17.14,15. by 
which Monopolizers dare not afſume to petition for a re- 
vival of ſuch their Illegal grants, being found to be the 
greatefi of evills in a Commonwealth. 

All Kings were ſworn that Juſtice ſhould neither be 
bought nor ſold, nor any hindred from it; to ordain 
good Laws, and withſtand all Rapines, and falſe Judge- 
ments. 

' Charters are nO other than Commiſſions, Impowring per- 
ſons uncapable of the Laws, to be Judges and Juſtices in 
every reſpe&ive Corporation , which Charter and Com- 
miſhon is fold , and the members thereof are Judges in 
their own cauſes, So Juſtice is both boughe , and ſold, 
beſides breach of Oath, neither can a Foreigner obtain any 
right , if it be againſt the ſaid Corporation, fo that it is 
right in theſe Judges judgement to do wrong,

Iliam the Conqueror having killed many , and de- 

V ſtroyed the land , and brought under his ſubjeRion, 
the people,cauſed ſuch who did oppoſe his forces, at Fly,to 
have their legs ard hands cut cf, and their eyes put out, and 
then gave liberally to all his Norman race, Earldoms , Baros 
nies,Biſhopricks Honours, Mannors, Dignities, and Farms, 
all being got by the ſword;Upon his Divifions,&c.the Earle 
of Flanders ſent to know what part he ſhould have for aſ- 
fiſting kim, who ſent him word nothing at all, by reaſon all 
was but little enough for himſelf ; Then he gave to his Son 
Robert Cuming the Earldome of Northumberland, who in 
poſſeſſing of it, afted ſuch cruelty with his Army, which 
came againſt Malcelm King of the Scots, The ſaid Robert 
builc the Caſtle called the Nywcaftle upon the River of 
Tyne in the County — _— » about which was 
built the Town calle caſtle, the Towntaking its name 
from the Newcafile, and not the Caftle from the Town, the 
faid Nortbumberland being ſo opprefled , that they fell upon 
Robey: Son to the Conqueror , killed him, and his whole 
Army ; Upon which #il[ian the Conqueror ſent. another 
Army, who had command to kill both men , women, and 
children, whodid it, and wafted the whole County , that 
for nine yeers there was not any food to be got : And ſuch 
who had hid themſelves in Coal-pits,and other places, were 
conſtrained to eat Dogs and Cats, dead Horſes, and mens 
fi:h, and many of them ſtarved todeath , all which nine 

years time nor any ground tilled. 

Nonhamber{gnd being, recruted, and moſt ſhamefully abu- 
fed by the Biſhop of Durbom, who killed Leviſu , was kil- 
led by them, for which Fil;am the Conqueror ſent down 
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Northumberlands Miſeries; 
Ols, with an Army, who totally laid Northumberland to 
waſte, cut off the headvof all the people after they had dif 
membred them, 

Lirtle of Confeſſion or Repentance was by King Fob, as 
was by Wiliam the Conqueror, for he uport his Arreſt ac the 
Suic of Death, confefſ:d he had committ:d many out- 
rages, and wun Fnyland by the Sword, and not by Inheri- 
tance, and was hearrily torry for the wrongs he had done, 
and required bis budy to be buried at Cain in Normandy, 
when he was dead, they would not affoard him 4 burial- 
place till ſuch time as one of hisrelation was confirained to 
purchaſe ſo mach ground, but ſoon after they defaced his 
Tomb, took up his bones , and breke them , and caſt them 
away. 

In the fifteenth year of King Richard the ſecond, the 
Scots burnt all tke Towns of N:rtbumberland,and the North, 
as far 23 Tork, except Rippon, who redeemed themſelves with 
alam of mony. 

la the (ixth year of Kipg Edward the third, 1332. 4 great 
Batcel was tought between the Engliſh and the Scots near 
Barwick , where was kill:d eight Earls, fifteen hundred 
Horſe,and thirty five thouſand Foor. 

In the thirteenth year of King Edvard the third, 1339, 
An inundation of water ſurmounted the Wall of Newcaſtle, 
and broke down fix pearch«s in length and drowned one 
hundred and txt y perſons neer the Wark Know). 

In the year 1345. William Dovglas lead into Northumber- 
land above thirty thouſand Scors, and fired many Towns, 
but was overcome by a firatagem with Biſhop O, +. 

The next year 1346, King Dav+4d, King of the Scots,entred 
Nortbumberland with a great Army , and fought at Newvils- 
Creſſe, where he was overthrown , himſelf taken priſoner 
by one Copland of Northwnberland , who had five hundred 
pound per Annaum given to him, and to his heirs for 
ever, 

In King Richard the ſeconds dayes 1379- the Scots entred 
England , and killed all men , women and children in the 
North parts notwithſtanding the plague was ſorely among 
them. | R _ 1383 
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| t3o3. The Scots entred England, and lead all the people 
away priſoners that were in Nyrthumberland , and laid that 

County to wake. 

1384. They centred again,and did thelike. | 

1389. The Scort again invaded England, where z great 
battel was fought at Orterborn.in Northumberland, where they 
were over-throwa , and eleven hundred killed, and thirty 
thouſand put to flight) who upon their flight killed men, 
women, and ſucking babes, and filled houſes with people, 
two hundred in a houſe, and then (hut the doors, and fired 
the houſer. 

1399. King Richard the ſecond , cauſed ſeventeen Coun- 
ties co be indicted , pretending they were all againſt him; 
wich the Duke of Ghceſter , Arundel, and Warwick , and 
commanded them all to give itunder their hands, and ſeals, 
that they were Traytors, though indeed they never were : 
And then he makes them pay ſome a thouſand pound, ſome 
more, ſome lefle, 

King Hexry the fourth; Great fights were berween 
Dongblas and Piercy in the North. 

And in the years 1639. and 1643. and 1648. It being 
well known toall, the miſery they brought upon the 
North, and heavy Impoſicions both upon the North and 
South parts , as appears inthe cloſe of the Eviſtle to the 
Reader,&c, 

Itis no-ſmall mercy that we now live fo in peace, here 
being none of thoſe bloody times , and our Anceftots would 
willingly have enjoyed this mercy , and we hunger after 
blood which they wallowed in , what bloody minded men 
are theſe? 1 wiſh chem in better minds , and to be conten- 


ted with that which in former times could not be ab- 
tained. 


Many have admired the poverty of Northunberland, as 
well may,for what with the bloody Tyrancs, che Scots

ration of Newcoftle he South thereof , bros po 
wich the High-lands on the Wet , .and the Sea on the Eaſt, 
uk ongrenpinghns broghs, ed meciedont of wes 
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they have, and not being tolleratedto make uſe of their 
own , and cold blaſts from che S:a ; but it would be other- 
wiſe if fuch Gentlemen might be re-imburſed for ſuch ſums 
of money as they would expend to vend Coals out of 
Hartly, Blithe, and Bedlirgeon Rivers , which be convenienc 
places to vend them at, after ſome charge , which would be 
done, by having either their money again, or Cuſtome tree, 
for ſome years to re-imburſe them, which wou'd not onely 
make that poor County as rich as any is, but reduce the ex- 
ceſſive rates of Coals and Salt, aad bring in many thouſands 
per Aznym into the publick revenew, &c. enable the people 
to be (ſerviceable, and abundantly increaſe Trade and Na- 
vigation, as alſo there being as good Coals as poſſibly can be 
burnt, which now lyes,%c, and others nut knowiug their 
right is ſtript of it, 

Burt if one thing they look after, which is ro examine 
ſome Records, they may perceive what is their Rights, and 
which was , eſpecially in a book lodged in the Exchequor, 
made in the year 1080. it being called Domw Dei , or 
Dzoms day, being a perfeRt Survey of all the Lands in Eng- 
lang, the Rent, Value, Quantity.&c. by which Wiliam the 
Chkguero taxtd the whole Nation, and it goeth by the 
namT of the Role of inten, being ordered to be kept in 
Wincbeſtcy, and recices the Earldomes, Hundreds, Tythings, 
Woods, Parks, and Fargs, in every Territory and Precin&, 
with Plowlands, Meadows, Marſhes, Acres,&c, what Te- 
nements, and Tenants, then the Corporation of Newcaftle, 
might be as glad to keep what is their own , as they are to 
take from others,8&c.

And though we find by experience that ſome men by the 
ſluggiſhneſle of their natures , others by the carcleſneſſe of

obey our criminal and capital Laws, being things of great 
moment & importance,and therefore do oftentimes taſte the 
ſmart of them, and repent of their follies when ic is too late, 

Many there be that by reading , delires to conceive them, 
others for increaſe of their knowledge, others in their a&i- 
ons, to be direQed by them ; therefore co content ſuch as 
knoweth not as yet, theſe heads that they may know what 
they condemn, and do tendto the breach of the peace of 
the Realm,and to the diſlike of all the good members there- 
of;and what puniſhments ſhe hath impoſed upon the Tranſ(- 
grefors therein , and by whom , and in what manner to be 
inflicted eſpecially upon Murder, Robbery, Riots, Forgery, 
Perjury, Extortion, and Oppreſſion, in any of which caſcs, 
any perſon maketh is his own cauſe,and doth in a ſort take 
it to be done to himſelf , and ought to reduce the Tranſ- 
grefſor; Nay his Highneſſe by his Oath, and all people elſe 
are bound to punifh them as being Tranſgrefſors of his 
Laws and diſquieters of the Peace, therefore ought to be 
rooted ont , as the Husbandman the thiftle from the good 
corn , and the Gardner his nettles from his ſweet flowers, 
wherefore ſecing a guilty perſon in any of the offences

S Sir Walter Raleigh,being to give a Character of Henry 

the Eightb,pretaceth his Deſcription with this Intro- 
ducion , If «ll the Pictures and Patterns of a mercileſs Prince 
were loſt in the World, they might all again be painted to the life out 
of the Story of that King, 

So having given the world {an account of the moſt un- 
chriſtian, illegal, opprefſt ie praftices of the Magiſtrates of 
Newcaſtle: upon the people of this Nation , whole cither 
Neighborhood, or calling, or condition of life, nec«li - 
tate them to an intercourſe with them, either by way of 
Traffique or any other way, though forced into that Port 
and Harbor, by diſtreſs of weather, tempeſt or any other 
accident incident to thoſe that go down to the Seas in 
Ships, and occupie their buſineMes in the waters ; Refle&- 
ing on their Ations, I may ſafely ſay of them as that Noble 
Knight did of that King, If all the Piliures ard Patterns of 4 
cruel and mercileſs people were utterly loſt in the world, they might 
be all painted to the life out of this Narrative, ſetting out the il- 
legal Oppreſſions, arbitrary Exaftions , barbarons Mur- 
thers praRiſcd and committed by the CMayiſtrates of News 
caſtle, both on their Neighbors, and the free people of this 
Nation. 

There are two Rules or Canons in Scripture upon 
which all the Commandements of the ſecond Table ( and 
conſequently, all the duty of man to his Neighbor) do 
depend. 

The Ficftis, Zuod tibi fieri nonvis alteri ne feceris, What 
thou wouldf not bave anotber ds wnto thee, that thaw ongbteſt nat do 
unto exother. This Rule well obſerved prevents all _ 
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Reaſons againit this Arbitrary Power. 
and wrong: for while a man frames his own ations to= 
wards his Neighbor,according to that pattern which in his 
own breaſt he ſbapes to his Neighbor to perform unto him» 
ſelf, hre will do no injury, becauſe he would receive ne in- 
Jury; and this is the ground of that Command or Precept 
of our Saviour, T bow ſhalt love thy Neighbor as thy ſelf. 

The (econd Rule is, Wbatſeever yee would that men ſhould 
ds wnts you , even do yee wnto them, Mat.7.12. and this rule ſtirs 
us up to all beneficence, and doing good to our Neighbor: 
for asto prevent injuring another man, a man ſhould aske 
himſelf, would I that another man ſhould do to me, as] 
am about co do unto him ? and fo, love to bimſelf will pre» 
vent batred to another; So to confer favors, and to do 
good unto another, a man ſhould aske himſelf, would I 
require this boon, this favor,this good turn from another,if 
I itood in need of it as my Neighbor doth, and I were in his 
condition ? and would the graating, or doing this favor,be 
moſt acceptable to me, and lay an eternal obligation u 
me? Hence loveto a mans Self, will kindle his bowels of 
compaſſion to his Brother, and will difpoſe him willingly 
do that good unto another, which, if occaſion ferved;he 
would willingly receive from another. 

Theſe men of Negcaftle regulate themſelves in all their
